Whereas,  the  Legislature,  at  the  June  session,  1887,  passed  an 
act  approved  November  4,  1887,  in  which,  among  other  things, 
it  is  provided  that  "  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  is  hereby 
authorized  to  acquire  by  purchase  the  road,  franchise,  and  pro- 
perty of  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  and  thereafter  to  acquire 
by  purchase  the  road,  franchise,  and  property  of  the  Eastern 
Railroad  in  New  Hampshire,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  agreed  to  by  the  respective  boards  of  directors  of  said 
corporations,  and  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  votes  of  a  majority 
of  the  stockholders  of  the  purchasing  corporation  and  by  the 
votes  of  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  of  the  selling  corporations 
respectively,  other  than  said  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  at  meet- 
ings called  for  that  purpose.  For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  said 
purchase,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the  agreement  made  as  herein- 
before authorized,  the  said  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  may  pur- 
chase the  stock,  bonds,  and  other  obligations,  or  any  part  thereof, 
of  said  Eastern  Railroad  Company  and  said  Eastern  Railroad 
in  New  Hampshire,  and  may  increase  its  capital  stock  to  such 
amount  as  may  be  requisite  ;  provided ^  however^  that  if  its  capital 
as  so  increased  shall  exceed  the  aggregate  capital  of  itself  and 
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said  Eastern  Railroad  Company  and  said  Eastern  Railroad  in 
New  Hampshire  as  already  existing,  no  dividend  shall  be  paid 
thereon  to  a  greater  amount  in  the  aggregate  than  the  several 
corporations  are  allowed  by  law  to  make  at  the  date  of  such 
purchase ;  and  may  make  any  portion  of  its  capital  stock  as 
already  existing,  or  as  increased  under  the  authority  of  this  act, 
preferred  stock  entitled  to  dividends,  upon  such  tenns  of  entire 
or  partial  preference  as  it  may  determine  ;  "  and 

Whereas,  within  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  said 
June  session,  1887,  ^^^  ^i^  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  paid,  under 
protest,  to  the  state  treasurer  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars, 
as  a  tax  upon  said  act,  claiming  at  the  time  that  said  sum  was  not

The  memory  of  his  generous  and  unfailing 
friendship,  of  his  devotion  to  principle,  and  his  loyalty  to  his 
native  State,  will  be  renewed  and  fittingly  spoken,  while  the  rec- 
ord of  his  public  service  will  continue  to  attest  the  measure  of  his 
ability  and  the  solid  worth  of  his  character.     As  an  expression  of 
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our  respect  to  his  memory  and  our  S3rmpathy  with  a  bereaved 
family,  I  move  the  Senate  adjourn.

And  the  question  being  stated. 

Shall  the  first  amendment  be  adopted  ?

nal care  on  the  part  of  the  State,  it  would  have  been  our  duty 
and  our  pleasure  to  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill.  The 
evidence  before  the  committee,  however,  would  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  while  many  veterans  are  confident  that  this  bill,  if  it 
should  become  a  law,  would  be  of  great  benefit,  there  are  many 
others  who  sincerely  believe  to  the  contrary,  and  earnestly  re- 
monstrate against  the  proposed  legislation.  We  are  therefore 
tmanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature,  hoping  that  in  the  mean  time  a  bill 
may  be  prepared  which  will  meet  the  approval  of  all  veteran 
soldiers,  as  it  surely  will  that  of  a  grateful  people.

shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busmess,  and  for  the 
purposes  of  a  town  government  the  fiscal,  municipal,  and  pruden- 
tial affairs,  and  all  powers  conferred  by  law  on  said  town  are 
hereby  vested  in  the  board  of  selectmen,  eight  in  number,  cho- 
sen and  organized  as  herein  provided.'' 

Amend  section  5  by  striking  out  the  word  "selectmen"  and 
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insert  the  word  "  supervisors,*'  so  that  said  section  shall  read  as 
follows : 

*'  Sect.  5.  The  supervisors  and  moderator  shall  have  the  same 
powers  in  their  respective  wards,  perform  the  duties,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  liabilities  of  moderator  and  supervisors  in  towns,  so 
far  as  relates  to  warning  meetings,  regulating,  correcting,  and

Shall  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed  ? 

(Discussion  ensued.)

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

Having  a  deep  sense  of  the  great  responsibility  that  I  assume 
in  accepting  the  high  official  trust  you  have  conferred  upon  me, 
I  invoke  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  and  the  support  of  all 
good  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  to  aid  me  in  the  proper  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  my  office. 

FINANCES. 

The  finances  of  the  State  are  in  excellent  condition.  The 
total  indebtedness,  June  i,  1887,  was  ^2,831,300.79;  the  total 
indebtedness,  June  i,  1889,  was  12,632,316.17.  Decrease  for 
the  two  years  was  ^198,984.62.  The  treasurer's  report  will  give 
full  details. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  our  state  institutions. 
The  number  of  scholars,  April  i,  1889,  was:  boys,  100;  girls, 
20.  No  sickness  that  required  the  attendance  of  a  physician  has 
occurred  during  the  year,  and  death  has  not  entered  this  large 
the  Representatives'  Hall,  the  Governor-elect  and  the  honorable 
Council  came  in. 

The  Hon.  David  H.  Goodell,  Governor-elect,  then  took  and 
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family  for  more  than  five  years.  New  bedsteads  and  mattresses 
are  needed  for  the  one  hundred  boys,  so  that  about  the  same 
appropriation  will  be  required  this  year  as  was  made  by  {he  last 
Legislature. 

STATE   PRISON. 

The  Legislature  of  1877  voted  to  build  a  new  prison,  with 
cells  sufficient  to  accommodate  two  hundred  prisoners.  In  1878 
it  was  found  that  we  had  a  little  more  than  two  hundred  prison- 
ers in  the  old  prison.  Our  population  was  expected  to  increase, 
so  it  was  thought  the  number  of  prisoners  would  naturally  in- 
crease; therefore  the  Legislature  of  that  year  decided  to  add 
sixty-four  cells  to  the  original  plan.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  this 
addition  was  entirely  unnecessary.  The  number  of  convicts  has 
gradually  but  constantly  diminished  to  the  present  time.  The 
daily  average  last  year  was  106^,  or  11^  less  than  the  year  be- 
fore. As  intemperance  is  the  cause  of  three  quarters  of  all  the 
crimes  committed  in  New  Hampshire,  we  may  well  congratulate 
ourselves  on  the  wonderful  improvement  in  the  habits  of  our  peo- 
ple during  the  past  decade.  The  health  of  the  prisoners  is  good, 
the  discipline  excellent,  and  the  general  management  of  a  high 
order.  When  we  had  two  hundred  prisoners,  the  expenses  for 
officers  and  many  other  things  were  no  greater  than  now,  while 
the  income  was  nearly  double.  Then  the  prison  more  than  paid 
its  expenses ;  now  it  cannot  do  this.  Last  year  the  expenses 
exceeded  the  income  by  $3,934.24.  If  the  number  of  prison- 
ers grows  less,  as  it  is  likely  to,  the  deficit  will  doubtless  be  still 
larger. 

INSANE   ASYLUM. 

This  asylum,  under  the  same  general  management  as  for  years 
past,  has  acquired  a  national  reputation  for  excellence  in  its  work 
for  suffering  humanity.  The  appropriation  made  by  the  last 
Legislature  has  been  wisely  and  economically  expended,  and  no 
appropriation  will  be  asked  for  this  year.  I  learn  that  there  are 
nearly  five  hundred  insane  people  at  our  county  asylums.  I  rec- 
ommend that  state  supervision  over  county  asylums  and  legal 
commitments  and  annual  reports  to  the  Governor  and  Council 
be  required  by  law. 
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NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

An  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1870  established  the  Normal 
School.  In  1875  ^^  w^  enacted  that  the  school  should  furnish 
free  tuition  to  normal  pupils  entering  into  contract  to  teach  in 
the  State  a  specified  time. 

In  1878  an  act  was  passed  appropriating  live  thousand  dollars 
annually  to  defray  expenses.  The  school  was  at  a  low  ebb,  and 
found  itself  confronted  by  prejudice,  local  antagonism,  and  a  rec- 
ord of  unavailing  struggle.  From  that  time,  however,  it  has  made 
steady  progress.  This  year  there  have  been  eighty-three  normal 
pupils  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  in  the  training  schools. 
Plymouth  afiFords  training-school  facilities  entirely  unique  in  the 
United  States.  There  is  no  other  place  where  the  whole  system 
of  the  schools  of  a  town,  including  all  grades  from  primary  to 
high  school,  is  entirely  under  control  of  the  normal  school. 
This  affords  practical  training  on  the  schoolroom  floor,  with  act- 
ual classes,  under  the  eye  of  critical  teachers.  Plymouth  is  so 
well  satisfied  with  the  result,  so  far  as  her  schools  are  concerned, 
that  the  town  votes  more  than  three  times  as  much  money  to  the 
school  as  the  contract  with  the  State  requires. 

The  school  has  outgrown  its  accommodations,  and  progress 
demands  modern  equipment.  The  last  Legislature  appropriated 
two  thousand  dollars  additional  to  the  annual  appropriation, 
raising  it  to  seven  thousand.  This  is  sufficient  for  the  "  running 
expenses."  It  also  appropriated  twelve  thousand  dollars  for  the 
"  repair  and  enlargement  '*  of  the  buildings.  This  sum  was  asked 
for  in  accordance  with  a  rough  estimate  of  the  probably  necessary 
work.  With  a  portion  of  the  money  appropriated,  an  architect 
was  employed  to  prepare  plans  for  a  new  building.  For  the  con- 
struction of  such  a  building  as  is  required,  the  appropriation  was 
inadequate.  It  was  hoped,  however,  that  a  part  of  the  proposed 
edifice  could  be  built  with  the  money,  and  left  in  such  shape  that 
as  time  demonstrated  the  necessity  the  State  would  carry  out  the 
plan  of  building  in  its  completeness.  It  was  the  opinion,  how- 
ever, of  men  skilled  in  the  law  and  its  interpretation,  that  the 
trustees  were  not  empowered,  under  the  terms  of  the  act,  to  build 
anew.  They  must  ''repair  and  enlarge  the  said  building,"  if 
they  did   anything.     Under  such  circumstances,  it  was  unani- 
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mously  decided  that  it  was  wise  not  to  draw  any  more  of  the 
money  appropriated  than  was  necessary  to  pay  the  architect,  and 
to  lay  the  matter  before  the  Legislature. 

We  have  a  school  of  first-rate  grade  and  great  capabilities.  It 
has  a  greater  number  of  students  than  at  any  time  since  the 
strictly  personal  character  of  the  school  was  developed.  More 
than  that,  with  this  increasing  number  of  pupils,  it  has  not  been 
able  to  supply  the  constant  and  growing  demand  for  trained 
teachers.  Teachers  and  scholars  alike  are  working  with  enthusi- 
asm. The  time,  in  my  judgment,  has  come  for  the  State  to  real- 
ize the  situation  and  make  suitable  and  early  provision  for  the 
proper  housing  and  furnishing  of  a  school  that  cannot  fail  to  be- 
come great,  effective,  and  famous. 

AGRICULTXJRAL  COLLEGE. 

The  establishment  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  has 
increased  the  number  of  specialists  and  greatly  added  to  the 
value  of  the  agricultural  course.  At  the  same  time  the  mechan- 
ical engineering  course,  with  its  workshop  instruction  in  the 
manufacture  and  use  of  tools  and  machinery,  bears  directly  upon 
some  of  the  greatest  industries  of  New  Hampshire.  Technical 
instruction,  important  as  it  is  under  all  circumstances,  has  for  us 
a  special  value  when  we  consider  the  sharp  competition  which 
our  state  manufacturers  are  likely  to  meet  from  specially  favored 
sections  of  the  country. 

The  State  should  be  liberal  in  providing  incre.ased  facilities  for 
workshop  instruction.  This  is  as  necessary  for  the  agricultural 
as  for  the  mechanical  student,  and  necessitates  a  large  expendi- 
ture in  order  that  our  equipment  may  rank  with  that  of  other 
States. 

As  the  only  technical  school  in  New  Hampshire,  it  deserves 
the  encouragement  and  support  of  our  people.  Let  the  increased 
number  of  young  men  who  are  expected  to  enter  its  classes  this 
fall,  be  provided  with  ample  facilities  for  thorough  training. 

AGRICULTXmE. 

I  am  exceedingly  gratified  to  be  able  to  announce  with  perfect 
confidence  that  the  tide  of  emigration  from  the  farms  of  our  rural 
districts,  which  seemed  to  be  setting  so  strongly  against  us  a  few 
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years  ago,  has  been  checked.  Our  agricultural  population  is  cer- 
tainly growing  in  wealth,  and  I  believe  it  is  in  numbers  as  well. 
The  value  of  the  live  stock  in  this  State  has  increased  more  than 
one  million  dollars  during  the  past  two  years.  That  excellent 
farmers'  organization,  the  grange,  together  with  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture,  has  been  largely  instrumental  in  bringing  about 
these  excellent  results.  For  many  years  we  have  been  sending  en- 
tirely too  many  of  our  best  young  men  and  women  to  other  States 
to  help  build  up  cities  and  towns  there.  I  have  often  urged  upon 
my  fellow  citizens  the  importance  of  looking  about  them  to  see 
the  good  things  we  have  at  home  before  risking  their  time  and 
energies  in  distant  and  unknown  places. 

Some  of  these  deserted  farms  to  which  I  have  referred  are  so 
sterile,  or  so  badly  located,  that  they  may  wisely  be  devoted  to 
the  growth  of  wood  and  timber ;  but  many  of  them  are  capable 
of  yielding,  to  him  who  will  till  them  intelligently  and  industri- 
ously, more  of  the  comforts  of  life,  a  larger  measure  of  moral  and 
mental  development,  and  a  greater  margin  of  profit  in  money, 
than  can  be  obtained  at  the  same  price  in  the  newer  States  and 
Territories.  If  the  facts  in  regard  to  them  could  be  made  known 
to  those  who  are  seeking  new  homes,  they  would  be  resettled  and 
restored  to  something  of  their  former  importance  among  the  re- 
sources of  the  State.  Then  we  have  in  our  northern  counties  a 
broad  acreage  of  virgin  soil  that  is  rich,  mellow,  comparatively 
accessible  to  market,  and  only  needs  to  be  well  cultivated  to  sup- 
port a  large  and  prosperous  population. 

The  marvelous  development  of  the  West,  which  has  been  in  no 
small  degree  at  the  expense  of  New  England,  is,  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, due  to  the  systematic,  persistent,  and  untiring  work  of  state 
and  railroad  agents,  who  have  been  charged  with  the  duty  of 
painting  in  glowing  colors  its  advantages,  of  bringing  its  unoc- 
cupied territory  to  the  attention  of  immigrants,  and  of  making 
it  easy  for  them  to  purchase  farms  in  their  respective  neighbor- 
hoods. Nearly  all  land-grant  railroads  have  supported  such 
agents,  and  through  them,  or  by  their  aid,  not  only  the  Eastern 
man  who  has  been  made  discontented  by  the  tales  of  the  wonder- 
ful fertility  of  the  prairies  and  the  concealment  of  their  many 
disadvantages,  but  the  thrifty  foreigner,  who  comes  to  our  shores 
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to  labor  hard,  live  frugally,  and  wait  patiently  in  the  hope  of  own- 
ing a  home  of  his  own,  has  been  able  to  purchase  a  quarter-section 
before  he  began  his  journey  towards  it.  By  appointing  a  state  land 
agent  and  authorizing  him,  under  such  rules  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary,  to  collect  information  as  to  the  number,  character,  and 
price  of  the  farming  lands  for  sale  in  each  town,  to  place  such 
facts  before  desirable  classes  of  immigrants  and  others  who  may 
be  looking  for  farms,  put  would-be  purchasers  in  communication 
with  the  owners  of  these  lands,  and  assist  generally  in  bringing 
about  their  transfer  to  capable  and  willing  farmers,  I  am  con- 
vinced would  result  in  staying  the  depopulation  of  our  rural  dis- 
tricts and  in  reclaiming  hundreds  of  farms  that  are  now  tenant- 
less. 

The  State  should  co-operate  with  the  organizations  to  which  I 
have  referred,  in  order  that  this  glorious  result  may  be  brought 
about  as  quickly  as  possible.  If  thought  advisable,  this  work 
could  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture,  and  without  much  expense  to  the  State. 

SAVINGS   BANKS. 

The  savings  banks  of  our  State  appear  to  be  in  a  most  excel- 
lent condition.  The  increase  in  the  amount  and  number  of  de- 
posits is  almost  marvelous.  In  1850  we  had  f  5.16  per  capita, 
deposited  in  twelve  banks;  we  now  have  ^161.41  per  capita,  de- 
posited in  sixty-nine  banks,  or  more  than  thirty  times  as  much 
to-day  per  capita  as  we  had  in  1850.  We  have  more  than 
doubled  our  deposits  since  1880,  and  now  they  amount  to 
1579300,590.48;  and  the  assets  of  the  banks,  including  surplus 
and  guaranty  funds,  amount  to  the  enormous  sum  of  ^^62,727,- 
699. 1 7.  Who  shall  say  that  New  Hampshire  is  not  living  to-day 
upon  the  high  tide  of  prosperity  ?  And  when  we  remember  that 
this  vast  aggregation  of  capital  is  the  accumulated  deposits  of 
more  than  one  hundred  and  forty-five  thousand  of  our  people, 
belonging  chiefly  to  the  middle  and  wage-earning  classes,  we 
cannot  fail  to  see  how  important  it  is  that  this  property  shall  be 
made  safe  first,  and  profitable  afterwards.  We  should  do  both  if 
possible.  I  find  the  laws  of  some  States  limit  to  a  larger  degree 
than  here  both  the  kind  and  place  for  the  investment  of  savings- 
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bank  funds.  Results  of  a  policy  of  long  standing  are  more  valu- 
able than  any  theories  of  men.  As  our  banks  have  relatively  less 
of  doubtful  securities  and  pay  larger  taxes  and  make  larger  divi- 
dends than  the  banks  in  most  other  States,  there  can  be  no  sub- 
stantial reason  why  we  should  make  any  material  change  in  our 
laws  relating  to  them. 

As  banks  have  increased  in  number  and  capital,  the  duties  of 
the  bank  commissioners  have  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
two  men  cannot  do  all  the  work.  I  recommend  that  the  law  be 
so  changed  that  there  shall  be  three  bank  commissioners,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  largest  minority  political  party, 
and  that  they  shall  be  appointed  for  three  years,  the  same  as 
railroad  commissioners  are  now  appointed. 

INSURANCE. 

The  insurance  companies  in  this  State  have  done  a  prosperous 
business  the  past  year.  I  learn  that  all  the  state  stock  companies, 
with  possibly  one  exception,  could  close  up  their  business  to-day, 
and  re-insure  all  their  risks,  and  return  to  the  stockholders  all  the 
capital  invested  and  a  large  dividend  besides.  The  mutual  com- 
panies are  also  in  good  condition.  Unless  there  should  be  some 
great  conflagration  in  some  of  our  cities,  insurance  in  our  home 
companies  ought  to  be  safe.  I  find  in  the  insurance  commis- 
sioner's excellent  report  that  there  are  risks  now  in  force  in  this 
State  —

It  will  be  seen  that  more  than  one  third  of  this  vast  sum  is 
held  by  factory  mutuals,  who  never  issued  a  valued  policy,  are 
not  licensed  to  do  business  in  New  Hampshire,  and  pay  the  State 
no  taxes.  The  conmiissioner  says  that  these  companies  are  car- 
rying large  risks  on  manufacturing  property  which  could  not 
otherwise  be  prudently  or  economically  insured. 

The  passage  of  what  is  called  the  "valued  policy"  law  in 
1885  has  created  a  great  amount  of  discussion  of  insurance  ques- 
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tions,  and  our  people  are  better  acquainted  with  this  subject  than 
ever  before.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  if  our  largest  manu- 
facturers, who  may  be  considered  among  our  best  business  men, 
are  satisfied  with  an  indemnity  policy,  other  people  should  be 
intrusted  with  the  right  to  buy  a  valued  or  indemnity  policy  as 
they  choose. 

NATIONAL  GUARD. 

The  New  Hampshire  National  Guard,  or  state  militia,  is  in  ex- 
cellent condition.  It  has  improved  annually  in  every  essential 
particular,  and  is  behind  no  other  State  in  any  respect.  Otlier 
States,  however,  are  constantly  improving  their  military  service, 
and  it  is  said  that  we  cannot  expect  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times 
without  a  somewhat  larger  annual  expenditure  of  money.  I  trust 
you  will  give  this  matter  the  consideration  its  importance  de- 
serves. 

When  the  salary  of  the  adjutant-general  was  fixed  the  duties 

and  responsibilities  of  the  office  were  very  light  compared  with 
the  present  time.  I  recommend  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  this 
officer,  so  that  we  may  retain  or  secure  the  services  of  a  com- 
petent man. 

INDIGENT  SOLDIERS. 

The  law  passed  in  1885  for  the  relief  of  indigent  soldiers  had 
an  excellent  purpose,  but  its  execution  has  shown  some  defects. 
As  such  persons  are  to  be  supported,  according  to  this  law,  by 
the  towns  or  cities  where  they  live,  overseers  of  the  poor  very 
naturally  have  classed  them  with  paupers.  Many  feel  humiliated 
by  the  name,  and  therefore  refuse  to  accept  the  support  they  de- 
serve. As  these  men  were  sent  to  the  war  by  the  State,  it  would 
seem  that  the  State  should  furnish  the  proper  relief,  and  thus  take 
away  the  stigma  of  pauper. 

SOLDIER  RECORDS. 

Several  acts  were  passed  by  the  Legislatures  of  1885  and  1887, 
relating  to  the  publication  of  the  record  of  New  Hampshire  sol- 
diers and  sailors  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion.  The  committee 
appointed  to  supervise  the  revision  of  the  rolls  of  the  soldiexs 
and  sailors  of  New  Hampshire  has  attended  to  its  duty  and  has 
made  an  excellent  report,  by  which  it  appears  that  the  work  has 
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been  prosecuted  with  great  vigor  but  is  by  no  means  complete. 
I  recommend  that  this  work  not  only  be  continued,  but  that  an 
increased  clerical  force  be  employed,  that  it  may  be  accomplished 
as  early  as  possible. 

BATTLE   FLAGS. 

The  battle  flags  in  this  state  house  are  relics  of  great  value ; 
they  should  be  preserved  with  great  care.  The  cases  they  are  in 
are  not  tight ;  moths  and  dust  are  liable  to  injure  them.  I 
recommend  that  something  be  done  to  preserve  them  safely  for 
future  generations. 

STATE   BOARD   OF  HEALTH. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  continues  to  do  a  most  excellent 
work,  and  the  health  interests  of  the  State  have  materially  ad- 
vanced.    The  report  of  the  secretary  will  be  found  exceedingly 

interesting. 

■ 

RAILROADS. 

The  railroad  controversy  of  the  last  few  years  has  been  a  very 
serious  affair,  injurious  to  the  railroads  themselves  and  detri- 
mental to  the  State.  I  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of  such 
laws  as  will  bring  it  to  an  end  and  thereby  promote  the  public 
good.     "  Let  us  have  peace." 

MOUNTAIN   ROADS. 

It  is  said  the  glory  of  a  town  is  in  its  roads.  The  same  may 
be  said  of  the  State.  The  importance  of  this  subject  to  the 
financial  prosperity  of  our  State  is  hardly  appreciated.  The  in- 
come to  our  people  from  visitors  to  our  mountains  is  immense, 
and  increasing  annually.  I  trust  you  will  continue  the  liberal 
spirit  of  past  Legislatures  in  this  direction.  The  suggestion 
made  in  the  Governor's  message  in  1887,  ^^^^  ^^^  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  might  be  applied  more  judiciously  if  made  in  a 
gross  sum  and  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor 
and  Council,  is  worthy  of  your  consideration. 

STATE  LINE. 

The  commissioners  appointed  to  ascertain  and  establish  the 
true  jurisdictional  line  between  this  State  and  Massachusetts  will 
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submit  their  report,  which  will  require  action  on  the  part  of  this 
Legislature. 

FISH   AND    GAME   COMMISSION. 

The  work  of  this  commission  may  seem  to  some,  who  have 
not  investigated  it,  a  fancy  affair  of  but  little  account.  I  con- 
sider it,  however,  of  very  great  consequence  to  the  financial 
prosperity  of  the  State,  as  well  as  conducive  to  the  health  and 
happiness  of  our  people,  and  I  hope  it  will  continue  to  receive 
such  state  aid  and  encouragement  as  its  importance  deserves. 

TEMPERANCE. 

Interest  in  the  temperance  cause  has  been  rapidly  increasing 
during  the  past  few  years.  In  the  year  1883  a  law  was  enacted 
requiring  that  ph)rsiology  and  hygiene,  including  special  refer- 
ence to  the  effects  of  alcoholic  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the 
human  system,  should  be  taught  in  common  schools.  This 
seemed  to  meet  with  universal  favor  at  the  time  of  its  passage, 
and  yet,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  it  has  been  almost  entirely  disre- 
garded. I  think  all  will  agree  that  nothing  will  insure  temper- 
ate habits  among  the  people  in  the  near  future  so  well  as  the 
early  instruction  of  our  children  and  youth.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  this  law  be  so  amended  that  heavy  penalties  be  im- 
posed upon  such  oflScers  chosen  for  this  purpose  as  neglect  to 
enforce  it. 

With  very  rare  exceptions,  our  people  believe  that  the  sale  and 
use  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage  are  a  great  evil.  Almost 
all  agree  that  such  laws  should  be  enacted  as  will  curtail  this  evil 
as  much  as  possible.  There  is  a  marked  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  the  best  way  to  accomplish  this  object.  Some  believe  in  ab- 
solute prohibition  ;  they  think  that  liquor-selling  is  a  crime  with 
which  there  should  be  no  compromise.  Others,  who  are  doubt- 
less equally  sincere  in  their  desire  to  promote  the  cause  of  tem- 
perance, declare  that  we  have  tried  prohibition  for  over  thirty 
years,  and  that  it  has  failed  to  accomplish  its  purpose,  and  that, 
in  their  judgment,  a  stringent  license  law  would  be  enforced, 
and  would  not  only  reduce  the  number  of  drinking-places  and 
the  amount  of  drinking,  but  also  bring  a  large  revenue  to  the 
State.     There  is  a  small  class  who  believe  there  should  be  no  law 
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relating  to  liquor-selling  any  more  than  there  should  be  relating 
to  the  sale  of  dry  goods  or  groceries,  who  are  ready  to  accept  a 
license  law  as  the  best  thing  they  can  get.  I  have  tried  to  look 
at  it  from  every  point  of  view,  and  I  am  forced  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  all  poi- 
sons to  be  used  for  illegitimate  purposes. 

It  is  also  said  that  the  attempt  to  enforce  the  prohibitory  law 
is  a  farce ;  that  there  is  more  drunkenness  than  before  the  effort 
was  made,  and  if  a  saloon  is  closed  in  one  place  several  spring  up 
elsewhere  to  take  its  place.  This  is  mere  assertion,  and  the  facts 
do  not  warrant  it.  It  is  sometimes  charged  that  certain  officers 
who  are  efficient  in  the  enforcement  of  all  other  laws,  either  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  enforce  the  prohibitory  law.  If  this  is  so,  I  be- 
lieve some  law  should  be  enacted  authorizing  and  requiring  the 
supreme  court  promptly  to  remove  such  offenders,  and  appoint 
others  in  their  places  who  will  regard  their  official  oaths. 

When  the  State  decided  that  it  was  best  to  prohibit  the  sale, 
it  did  an  anomalous  thing  to  neglect  to  forbid  the  manufacture 
of  intoxicating  liquors  to  be  used  as  a  beverage.  Gentlemen, 
would  it  not  be  more  consistent  to  treat  the  manufacture  of  in- 
toxicants just  the  same  as  you  do  the  sale  ? 

PURE   BALLOT. 

The  adoption  of  the  Australian  system  of  voting  in  many 
States  shows  that  the  people  are  awakening  to  the  importance  of 
a  free  and  un trammeled  ballot.  I  hope  this  Legislature  will 
adopt  this  or  some  other  system  that  will  insure  to  our  people  an 
absolutely  pure  ballot. 

STATE   HOUSE. 

The  state  house  was  remodeled  and  put  substantially  in  its 
present  condition  about  twenty-five  years  ago.  Then  it  accom- 
modated all  the  state  officers,  the  state  library,  and  the  Legisla- 
ture very  well.  Now  the  family  of  state  officials  has  entirely 
outgrown  the  house,  so  that  the  bank  commissioners,  railroad 
commissioners,  the  insurance  commissioner,  and  attorney-general 
are  obliged  to  seek  for  quarters  in  different  parts  of  the  city. 
The  number  of  state  officers  will  not  be  less  than  now,  but  un- 
doubtedly will  increase  as  the  State  grows  in  wealth  and  popula- 
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tion.  The  state  library  is  increasing  very  rapidly.  More  than 
three  thousand  volumes  of  books  and  pamphlets  have  been  added 
to  it  during  the  past  year,  so  that  it  now  contains  more  than  fifty 
thousand  volumes.  The  Governors,  in  their  messages  for  many 
years,  have  urged  the  importance  of  erecting  a  new  building  for 
this  library.  Important  as  it  has  been,  nothing  has  really  been 
done  about  it  by  former  Legislatures,  except  to  appoint  com- 
mittees of  investigation.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  library  is 
of  immense  value  to  the  State,  that  it  is  scattered  over  the  state 
house  in  seven  or  eight  different  rootns,  liable  to  be  totally  de- 
stroyed in  case  of  fire,  that  the  dignitf  of  this  rich  State  of  New 
Hampshire  demands  that  she  shall  furnish  house-room  for  her  own 
official  family,  I  must  not  only  urge  the  importance  but  the  ab- 
solute necessity  of  taking  immediate  steps  to  construct  such  a 
building  as  we  need. 

REVISION   OF  STATUTES. 

During  the  past  fifty  years  there  have  been  three  revisions  and 
one  compilation  of  the  public  laws  of  the  State,  —  the  Revised 
Statutes,  in  1842;  the  Compiled  Statutes,  in  1852;  the  General 
Statutes,  in  1867;  and  the  General  Laws,  in  1878. 

Many  changes  have  been  made  in  the  laws  since  the  last  re- 
vision. More  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  acts  have  been  passed 
having  titles  indicating  that  they  are  amendments  of  provisions 
of  the  General  Laws.  Among  the  subjects  as  to  which  impor- 
tant changes  have  been  made  are  the  following :  election,  taxa- 
tion, militia,  preservation  of  health,  registration  and  publication 
of  vital  statistics,  insurance,  savings  banks,  assignments  for  the 
benefit  of  creditors,  the  public  schools,  and  railroads.  Town 
school  districts  have  been  substituted  for  the  smaller  school  dis- 
tricts into  which  the  State  was  formerly  divided,  and  many  of  the 
laws  which  were  applicable  to  the  old  system  have  become  ob- 
solete or  ill  adapted  to  the  present  system.  A  thorough  revision 
of  the  school  laws  should  be  made  with  a  view  of  simplifying  and 
making  them  conform  to  the  present  condition  of  things.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  laws  pertaining  to  railroads  and  many  other 
subjects  of  general  interest. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  public  laws  of  the  State 
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be  concisely,  clearly,  and  unambiguously  expressed,  that  the  pro- 
visions thereof  shall  be  consistent  with  each  other  and  with  the 
public  policy  of  the  State,  and  that  they  be  gathered  together  so 
as  to  be  readily  accessible  to  the  people.  Wise  laws  thus  ex- 
pressed and  collated  will  save  much  of  the  waste  of  money  and 
happiness  growing  out  of  litigation,  and  thereby  promote  the 
peace  and  good  order  of  the  people.  I  recommend  this  subject 
to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

CONCLUSION. 

t  have  thus  referred  to  some  of  the  matters  likely  to  engross 
your  attention.  I  have  confidence  that  you  will  promptly  pro- 
ceed to  the  passage  of  such  laws  as  will  be  conducive  to  the  weal 
of  our  commonwealth,  and  it  will  be  my  highest  aim  to  give  my 
best  effort  in  co-operating  with  you  in  whatever  shall  tend  to  ad- 
vance the  best  interests  of  our  State.

Whereas,  Said  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  has  wholly  failed 
to  express  to  this  House  its  opinion  regarding  said  matter,  if  it 
has  any,  and 

Whereas,  The  only  information  touching  said  case  is  the  re- 
ported declaration  of  the  state  treasurer  that  he  shall  only  pay  to 
each  member  of  this  House,  the  speaker  thereof  excepted,  the 
sum  of  $200  in  any  event,  and 
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Whereas,  We  believe  this  declaration  to  be  of  some  account^ 
he  being  the  custodian  of  the  public  funds,  and 

Whereas,  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  should  this  Legislature 

continue  during  this  present  month  we  shall  then  have  been  in 

session  about  as  long  as  the  public  good  requires  and  we  can 
afford,  therefore 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  am- 
curringy  That  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  be  brought  to 
a  final  adjournment  on  Friday,  August  2,  1889,  at  12  o'clock  M.

COMMUNICATION    FROM  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  supreme 
court,  read  by  the  clerk,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Heath  of  Man- 
chester, laid  on  the  table  to  be  printed  : 

To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

The  undersigned  repectfully  comply  with  your  resolution  re- 
quiring our  opinion  on  the  question  whether  the  existing  Legis- 
lature can  fix  the  time  when  the  amendments  of  the  constitution, 
approved  in  March,  1889,  shall  take  effect. 

If  the  time  were  not  legally  fixed  in  express  terms,  it  might  be 
claimed  that  some  amendments  take  effect,  for  some  purposes  at 
least,  according  to  their  apparent  purpose,  when  adopted  by  the 

people.

Assuming  the  construction  to  be  settled  by  usage  and  a  general 

concurrence  of  opinion  that  a  limited  or  unlimited  power  of  de- 
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termining  when  such  amendments  as  those  recently  adopted  shall 
become  operative  is  in  a  representative  assembly,  it  must  be  in 
the  Legislature  or  the  convention.  The  constitution  does  not 
establish  a  conflict  of  jurisdiction  by  vesting  it  in  each  of  them. 
Articles  99  and  100  prescribe  the  mode  of  calling  a  convention ; 
but  beyond  a  general  purpose  of  revising  the  constitution,  the 
authority  of  the  delegates  is  not  set  forth.  They  are  not  endowed 
with  the  entire  sovereignty  of  the  State.  Their  agency,  like  every 
branch  of  the  public  service,  is  marked  on  all  sides  by  fixed 
bounds.  As  the  constitution  cannot  be  altered  until  a  proposed 
amendment  is  laid  before  the  towns  and  approved  by  the  voters, 
and  as  the  second  article  vests  '*  the  supreme  legislative  power  " 
in  the  Senate  and  House,  little  room  is  left  for  acts  of  the  dele- 
gates that  can  have  the  force  of  law.

For  ordinary  and  general  purposes  they  are  not  a  legislative 
body.  They  are  a  committee,  to  whom  the  constitution  makes 
no  express  grant  of  law-making  power.  By  direct  derivation 
through  that  instrument,  they  have  no  enacting  capacity,  unless 
an  incidental  one  of  narrow  range  is  implied  as  necessary  for 
the  business  of  preparing  questions  of  revision  and  submitting 
them  to  the  people. 

A  valid  ordinance,  fixing  the  time  when  amendments  take 
effect,  is  a  law.  In  respect  to  repeatability  it  may  be  peculiar, 
but  making  it  is  an  exercise  of  legislative  power.  If  it  were  a 
part  of  the  constitution,  it  could  not  be  made  by  the  Legislature 
or  the  convention.  If  it  is  not  a  part  of  the  constitution,  being 
a  law  it  can  be  made  by  the  Legislature  unless  articles  99  and 
100  contain  satisfactory  evidence  of  an  intention  to  modify  arti- 
cle 2  by  giving  this  part  of  **  the  supreme  legislative  power'*  to 
the  convention.  The  opinion  that  such  an  ordinance  is  an  ap- 
propriate work  of  the  convention  has  so  far  prevailed  that  the 
Legislature  authorized  it  to  be  made  by  the  conventions  of  1850, 
1876,  and  1889.

It  could  not  be  regarded  as  an  inappropriate  work  of  the  Senate 
and  House  when  their  sessions  were  annual ;  and  the  question  of 
legislative  capacity  is  not  affected  by  the  introduction  of  biennial 
sessions.  If  it  were  a  mere  question  of  suitableness  and  conven- 
ience, the  exclusive  right  of  the  convention  would  not  be  appar- 
ent. As  a  grant  of  legislative  power  cannot  be  implied  from 
anything  less  cogent  than  practical  necessity,  the  present  inquiry 
is  not  advanced  by  a  consideration  of  what  is  merely  suitable  and 
convenient.  And  as  the  express  grant  in  article  2  cannot  be 
deemed  an  inadequate  provision  for  the  present  case,  no  ground 
of  necessity  appears  on  which  an  implied  grant  can  be  sustained. 
No  such  ground  is  established  by  custom  or  common  understand- 
ing. In  1792,  the  matter  was  disposed  of  by  the  Legislature 
under  article  98.  The  order  given  by  that  article  for  their  per- 
formance of  this  duty  shows  that  its  performance  by  others  was 
then  thought  not  to  be  a  necessity.  In  the  revision  of  1876  a 
similar  view  was  taken.  The  question  of  time,  submitted  by  the 
Legislature  to  the  convention,  was  referred  back  by  the  conven- 
tion to  the  Legislature,  and  settled  by  statute.

No  convincing  or  substantial  argument  is  found  for  the  propo- 
sition that  the  constitution  has  carved  an  authority  to  legislate 
on  this  particular  subject  out  of  the  general  province  assigned 
in  express  terms  to  the  Senate  and  House,  and  set  it  off  as  an  im- 
plied power  of  the  convention.  Upon  this  conclusion  there  is 
no  occasion  to  inquire  whether  article  98  is  applicable  to  revisions 
made  after  1792. 

The  Legislature  having  the  power,  and  having  assumed  to 
delegate  it  to  the  convention  of  1889,  ^^^  have  assumed  to  ex- 
ercise it  in  pursuance  of  section  8,  chapter  107,  Laws  1887,  ^^^ 
question  is  whether  these  acts  of  the  Legislature  and  the  conven- 
tion are  void.  While  the  rule  is  that  the  power  of  general  state 
legislation  cannot  be  delegated  by  the  Senate  and  House,  the 
transfer  of  power  to  the  convention  by  section  8  of  the  act  of 
1850,  copied  in  the  acts  of  1876  and  1887,  ^^  been  universally 
understood  to  be  legal.     The  convention  of  1876  declared  that 
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if  the  time  were  not  determined  by  the  Legislature  at  the  June 
session,  1877,  it  would  be  determined  by  the  convention  at  an 
adjourned  session.

In  1889,  when  proposed  amendments  were  laid  before  the 
towns,  the  people  did  not  doubt  the  validity  of  the  ordinance 
which  had  fixed  the  time.  If  their  understanding  was  not  ex- 
pressed in  the  manner  required  to  make  it  a  part  of  the  written 
law  (a  point  which  need  not  now  be  determined),  their  agree- 
ment with  the  Legislature  and  the  convention  in  the  opinion 
that  the  Legislature  could  authorize  the  convention  to  pass  the 
ordinance  is  an  argument  on  the  constitutional  question.  The 
unanimity  of  judgment  on  a  point  repeatedly  presented  is  enough 
to  establish  an  exception  that  is  harmless  in  its  direct  and  imme- 
diate operation,  and  too  clearly  defined  and  too  limited  in  its 
scope  to  unsettle  the  general  rule,  or  become  a  dangerous  prece- 
dent. The  time  having  been  legally  fixed,  some  of  the  amend- 
ments have  already  taken  effect,  and  are  now  in  force ;  and  there 
being  no  legal  necessity  for  any  further  legislation  on  the  subject, 
the  question  proposed  by  the  House  is  answered  in  the  negative.

and  estimated  expense  thereof,  shall  be  approved  and  accepted  by 
the  Governor  and  Council ;  and  the  commissioner  shall  have 
power  to  make  all  contracts  necessary  for  the  erection,  building, 
and  completion  of  said  Normal  School  buildings  and  dormitory, 
and  shall  superintend  and  be  responsible  for  the  erection  and 
completion  of  the  same ;  when  said  buildings  are  completed  they 
shall  be  accepted  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  the  commis- 
sioner shall  be  entitled  to  CI3.00)  three  dollars  per  day  and  ex- 
penses, while  engaged  upon  the  work,  and  the  Governor  shall 
draw  his  order  upon  the  state  treasurer  for  the  amounts  so  due, 
and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated." 

Mr.  SuUoway  of  Manchester  moved  that  the  joint  resolution 
be  laid  on  the  table,  and  that  all  amendments  be  printed,  and 
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the  joint  resolution  and  amendments  be  made  the  special  order 
for  next  Thursday.

tions of  the   insured  and   the    corporation    shall  be  the  same 
thereafter  as  if  this  provision  for  the  benefit  of  certificate  holders 
of  newly  organized  corporations  had  not  been  made.    In  all  cases 
where  less  than  the  full  amount  of  the  sum  stated  in  the  policy  or 
certificate  may  be  paid  by  virtue  of  the  above  provisions,  the  ap- 
plication for  such  insurance  shall  have  plainly  printed  upon  the 
margin  thereof,  in  red  ink,  the  following  :  '  It  is  understood  and 
agreed  that  the  amount  to  be  paid,  if  the  policy  or  certificate 
issued  upon  this  application  becomes  a  claim   before   the  full 
amount  realized  from  one  assessment  of  the  entire  membership 
equals  or  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  benefit  named  in  the  policy 
or  certificate,  shall  be  the  amount  collected  upon  an  assessment 
made  to  meet  such  claim,*  ''  so  that  said  section,  as  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows : 

**  Sect.  10.  Every  policy  or  certificate  issued  by  any  such  cor- 
poration shall  specify  the  sum  of  money  which  it  promises  to  pay 
upon  the  contingency  insured  against,  which  sum  shall  not  be 
larger  than  the  amount  of  one  assessment  upon  the  entire  mem-

obligations  of  the  insured  and  the  corporation  shall  be  the  same 
thereafter  as  if  this  provision  for  the  benefit  of  certificate  holders 
of  newly  organized  corporations  had  not  been  made.

or  certificate,  shall  be  the  amount  collected  upon  an  assessment 
made  to  meet  such  claims. '     If  the  insurance  commissioner  shall 
be  satisfied,  on  investigation,  that  any  such  corporation  has  re- 
fused or  failed  to  make  such  payment  for  thirty  days  after  it 
became  due  and  after  proper  demand,  he  shall  notify  the  corpo- 
ration to  issue  no  new  policies  or  certificates  until  such  indebted- 
ness is  fully  paid ;  and  no  officer  or  agent  of  the  corporation

general  deposits  as  above  provided.  The  general  deposits  shall 
be  entitled  to  such  rate  of  interest  from  the  bank  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed or  agreed  to,  not,  however,  in  any  case  to  be  less  than  four 
per  cent  per  annum ;  and  the  book  given  general  depositors  on 
making  theit  first  deposit  shall  state  therein  the  rate  of  interest 
to  be  paid,  and  no  change  can  be  made  therefrom  until  after 
three  months'  notice  of  the  proposed  change  has  been  given  by 
mailing  notice  of  the  same  to  each  and  every  depositor,  directed 
to  his  or  her  last  known  residence ;  and  the  special  deposits  for 
the  guaranty  fund  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest,  but  in- 
stead thereof  shall  have  all  the  net  income  ai^d  profits  of  the

vit setting  forth  that  he  has  procured  policies  of  insurance  in  all 
companies  licensed  to  transact  business  in  this  State  to  the  full 
amount  which  said  companies  are  willing  to  write  on  said  prop- 
erty, and  the  amount  of  insurance  which  it  is  necessary  to  pro- 
cure under  the  provisions  of  this  section." 
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The  report  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Cheney  of 
Newport,  the  bill  and  amendments  were  laid  on  the  table  till  the 
amendments  were  printed.

shall  procure  any  insurance  in  unlicensed  companies  as  afore- 
said, he  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  insurance  commissioner 
an  affidavit  setting  forth  that  he  has  procured  policies  of  insur- 
ance in  all  companies  licensed  to  transact  business  in  this  State 
to  the  full  amount  which  said  companies  are  willing  to  write  on 
said  property,  and  the  amount  of  insurance  which  it  is  neces- 
sary to  procure  under  the  provisions  of  this  section." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

of  New  Hampshire  just  and  reasonable  rates  of  fare  and  freight 
and  suitable  train  and  station  accommodation. 

Resolved^  That  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  fully  and 
freely  to  exercise  this  right  whenever  the  public  good  may  re- 
quire such  legislative  action,  and  to  delegate  to  the  railroad  com- 
missioners all  reasonable  power  and  authority  in  the  premises. 

The  House  concurred  with  the  honorable  Senate  in  the  passage 
of  the  above  concurrent  resolutions.

After  the  word  engineer  in  the  twenty-fourth  line,  second  page, 
insert  the  following :  **  except  in  the  sickness  or  absence  of  such 
engineer  for  any  cause,  when  any  competent  person  may  act  in 
his  stead  temporarily,  until  the  owner  shall  procure  a  competent 
engineer  or  fireman." 
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In  section  4,  first  line,  erase  the  words  ''  or  his  assistants." 

In  section  6,  ninth  line,  after  the  word  **  interfere,"  insert  the 
word  "tamper,"  and  in  same  line  erase  the  words  "the  locked 
up." 

After  section  9,  insert  the  following : 

"  Nor  to  boilers  regularly  inspected  by  or  in  charge  of  a  United 
States  or  state  officer  authorized  or  commissioned  to  inspect 
boilers,  nor  to  boilers  using  less  than  ten  pounds  pressure  to  the 
square  inch  ;  but  boilers  used  in  any  church,  public  hall,  school 
building,  or  any  public  building,  shall  be  regularly  inspected  at 
least  once  a  year."

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  SENATE.

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and  seventh  lines  of  said  section,  and  the  words  *^  in  the  seventh 
line  thereof.'* 

7.  Strike  out  of  the  new  section  5  the  words  "  but  shall  not 
be  construed  so  as  to  include  any  colt  foaled  in  the  year  1890." 

8.  Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  so  that  it  shall  read,  ''An 
act  for  the  protection  of  owners  and  breeders  of  horses." 

The  amendments  were  concurred  in.

I  believe  that  the  framers  of  constitutions,  both  state 
and  national,  have  been  careful  to  keep  separate  the  executive 
and  legislative  departments  of  government.  But  I  am  sure  the 
careful  and  wise  framers  of  these  instruments  did  not  have  in 
mind  an  occasion  like  this.  I  am  sure  I  may  meet  you  as  Amer- 
can  citizens,  charged  with  responsible  public  duties,  without  re- 
gard to  associations  or  differences  of  opinion,  having  a  high  and 
noble  purpose  of  doing  what  we  can  t(>ward  maintaining  social 
order,  promoting  education  and  intelligence,  and  lifting  up  at 
home,  that  its  luster  may  be  seen  abroad,  the  dignity  and  honor 
of  American  citizenship."

"SEcr.  I.  The  insurance  commissioner  shall  receive  an  an- 
nual salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  quarterly  from  the 
state  treasury,  which  shall  be  in  full  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices. He  may  employ  in  his  department  such  clerks  and  other 
assistants  as  the  public  business  in  his  charge  may  require,  at  an 
expense  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum." 

Amend  section  two  by  inserting  after  the  words  **  New  Hamp- 
shire," in  the  fourth  line,  the  following:  "In  place  of  the 
words  '  Sigillum  Reipublica  Neo  Hantoniensis^  1784,*  surround- 
ing the  device  of  said  seal  of  the  State,"  so  that  said  section,  as 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Sect.  2.  The  insurance  commissioner  shall  have  a  seal 
which  shall  be  like  the  present  seal  of  the  State,  except  that  the 
device  thereon  shall  be  surrounded  by  the  words  *  Insurance  De- 
partment, New  Hampshire,*  in  place  of  the  words  *  Sigillum  Rei- 
pubUca  Neo  Hantomensis^  1784/  surrounding  the  device  of  said 
seal  of  the  State,*'  etc. 

The  bill  was  read  a  third  time,  passed,  and  sent  to  the  honor- 
able Senate  for  concurrence.

The  selectmen  thus  chosen  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  their  election,  meet  and  qualify  by  taking  the  oath  of  office, 
and  proceed  to  organize  by  the  selection  of  one  of  their  number 
as  chairman,  to  be  elected  by  ballot,  also  a  town  clerk  who  shall 
be  ex-officio  clerk  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  a  town  treasurer, 
and  all  the  necessary  town  officers ;  and  the  board  thus  organized 
shall  have  full  charge  of  the  fiscal,  municipal,  and  prudential 
affairs  of  said  town,  shall  make  all  necessary  appropriations  and 
have  charge  of  all  the  expenditures  of  money,  and  a  majority 
shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  and  for  the 
purposes  of  a  town  government,  the  fiscal,  municipal,  and  pru- 
dential affairs,  and  all  powers  conferred  by  'aw  on  said  town,  are 
hereby  vested  in  the  board  of  selectmen,  eight  in  number,  chosen 
and  organized  as  herein  provided." 

Amend  section  5  by  striking  out  the  word  "selectmen  "  and 
inserting  the  word  "  supervisors,"  so  that  said  section  shall  read 
as  follows : 

"  Sect.  5.  The  supervisors  and  moderator  shall  have  the  same 
powers  in  their  respective  wards,  perform  the  duties  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  liabilities  of  moderator  and  supervisors  in  towns,  so 
far  as  relates  to  warning  meetings,  regulating,  correcting,  and 
posting  up  check-lists,  deciding  the  qualifications  of  voters,  con- 
ducting elections,  declaring  the  votes ;  and  the  clerk  of  the  town 
shall  record  and  make  the  same  returns  to  the  secretary  of  state 
and  other  officers  to  whom  returns  are  by  law  to  be  made,  as  fully 
as  if  the  same  were  herein  specifically  enumerated." 

Amend  section  10  so  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sect.  10.   The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  held  on 
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the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  A.  D.  1890,  and  the  present  board 
of  selectmen  shall  issue,  post,  and  return  the  warrant  for  said 
meetings,  shall  establish  voting  precincts  and  appoint  three  super- 
visors and  a  ward  clerk  for  each  ward,  who  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  supervisors  and  clerk  of  said  election  for  their  respect- 
ive wards.**
